operation. 


When they were ready to begin work 


her state of shock and collapse pre- 
vented the use of the surgical instru- 
ments, as they -would 
but 
hasten 


death. 
Several efforts wene made to 


evive her to consciousness so that the 
name of her slayer could be learned, 
but without avail. 


At 1:20 yesterday afternoon the poor 


rirl died. 


An autopsy will be performed this 


morning and an inquest will be held 
by Coroner Updike. 
The funeral will 


take place in Reno at a time not yet 
settled upon. 


The constable's office worked incess- 


antly on the case from the time the 
rirl was found until after midnight 
his morning, and with what appears 
o be excellent results. 
After a thor- 


ough examination 
of 
the premises, 


asting a couple of hours, they began 
nterviewing possible witnesses 
and 


arly yesterday morning they picked 


up a clew. The hypothesis upon which 
hey worked was that the brutality of 
the murder, the intense savagery of 
the crime, precluded any theory of 
lobbery being the motive of the crim- 
inal . 


After they had forged a chain of 


circumstantial evidence about 
their 


suspect, Officers Wilson and Rodgers 
set out to find their prey. 
The per- 


son they sought was found late last 
night in a cabin at the Holcomb ranch 
on the Truckce Meadows. He was in 
bed and, while apparently not sur- 
prised when told what he was wanted 


for, 
he denied that he had been in 


Reno the night previous. 


she had seen him shortly before 10 
o'clock Thursday night. He had come 
into her crib and remained about fif- 
teen minutes. 
He inquired if Mar- 


guerite was in her own crib and then 
went out immediately. Dottie follow- 
ed him to the door and noted particul- 
arly that he went into Marguerite's 
apartments. 


Two French girls who occupy rooms 


across the lane also saw him and there 
are other witnesses to the effect that 
he was in the tenderloin 
Thursday 


night, but no one appears to have 
seen him after the tragedy occurred. 


Close investigation 
after daylight 


yesterday morning revealed the fact 
that he went out the rear door and 
scaled a fence into an adjoining lot. 
There are prints of blood on 
the 


fence. 


Leon Phillips, the arrested suspect, 


is a sheep herder -employed by Mr. 
Holcomb. 
He has lived here a num- 


ber of years. 
In appearance he is 


short and medium built, has a brown- 
ed complection 
and a 
short, dark 


moustache. 
His countenance is sullen 


and he keeps his eyes to the ground. 


Phillips was 
formerly a lover 
of 


Marguerite and accompanied her to the 
city several years ago. They were 
estranged after their return and ever 
afterwards he was insanely jealous of 
her subsequent lovers, threatening to 
kill them and her. 


On at least two occasions he en- 


deavored to put these threats into ex- 
ecution . 


When searched at the station hcfise 


last evening Phillips had $3.50 in mon- 
ey in his pockets.

HERE is a prevailing disposition in this community 


to unjustly and unfairly criticise the acts and opin- 


ions of men without seeking any information whatever, 
relative to the foundation on which they are based. If a 
jnan expresses a doubt as to the advisability of a public 
movement, or if he does not at one?? approve the ideas of 
a few individuals who have a personal Interest in a project, 
he is pronounced a siltnian. If he criticises the acts of a 
public official, he is termed a meddler and kicker. If he 
believes the church people should receive some considera- 
tion and reasonable resti ictions placed upon the hurrah 
element of the community he is a "town-knocker." If he 
attends strictly to his own business and personal affairs 
and is not active in general matters, he is non-progressive 
and "no good" for the town. If he attempts to instill some 
new features or scheme in the way of promotion or devel- 


^.ppment, he h^is an axe to grind and a warning goes forth 


to look OUt tot- him/ 


These and many more criticisms are Hashed about the 


streets of Reno every day, each particular set or element 
believing all others are wrong. Such a condition should 
not prevail in a progtessive community. Each individual 
Is entitled to his opinion and has the right to express it. 
Reasonable discussion and argument on various subjects 
of interest may regulate'all matters to the satisfaction of 
everyone. 


"Unjust criticism Is not fair, for a pei son may have form- 


ed and expressed an opinion on some public matter, 
through lack of information or misrepresentation 
Calling 


n man a Silurian or "knockei" does not accomplish any- 
thing save making him the more aggressive and determin- 
ed. 


One of the peculiar drawbacks experienced in Reno for 


years past is the lack oC general interest shown in mat- 
ters of public policy. It is an established tact that a well 
attended public meeting in Reno has been an unknown 
quantity. Let such a meeting be called and a few strag- 
glers will drop in at the meeting place. A half dozen re- 
presentative men may be present and the rest have simply 
dropped in "to sec what's going on," but as a rule the bus- 
iness men are strikingly conspicuous by their absence. 
Those who take part in the meetings and express opinions 
are perhaps on the next day accused of some sinister1 or 
selfish motive. 


If public meetings \\ere more frequently called in Reno 


and the citizens would take the pains to attend them, there 
would be less petty bickerings than now prevail. The City 
Council would have something substantial on which to base 
their acts in regard to improvements, public utilities, and 
matters of general interest. A striking example of this lack 
of interest in public matters was demonstrated during the 
deliberations of the Council on the street railway franchise. 
The Council postponed action from day to day, endeavoring 
to gain an expression from the citizens as to the advisa- 
bility of passing the resolution. At each meeting the same 
six or eight citizens would appear and when asked for an 
opinion by the Council would reply "I'm in favor of the 
franchise, but have nothing to say." The members of the 
Council were forced to seek the opinions of individuals on 
the street and found them generally favorable and based 
their action accordingly. 


What was the result' The action received favorable 


and adverse criticism, the latter, however, without proper 
investigation as to facts. 


Is this showing the proper public spirit? Is it not a 


fact that all progressive towns and cities have citizen's 
meetings at which matters of public interest are discussed? 
If such is the fact, what reasonable objection can the bank- 
er, merchant, mill or foundrynmn offer to attending such a 
meeting and mingling with and expressing his opinion 
as regards state and municipal progress and development 
as a matter of suggestion or advice to those in the ordin- 
ary walks of life. "Would the banker or merchant or news- 
paper man be in Reno, if it were not for these men "who 
largely make up the community, each of whom have the 
right to representation, and their opinions? 


Excluslveness may be countenanced in society affairs, 


but in business and public matters the man in front of the 
counter is as good as the man behind it as long as he pays 
his just debts and as a citizen, just as necessary to the 
makeup of a community, for without the one the other 
could not exist. Hence each individual is entitled to a 
proportionate recognition. Let public meetings be called al 
the Chamber of Commerce rooms and let the business men 
mingle with those in the ordinary walks of life, discuss 
matters of public policy, good streets, good roads, improve- 
ments. State and county development, -nd the results -will 
not only surprise the masses, but the business man will 
discover that his individual interests have, through some 
miraculous transformation increased two fold. 


the people, his incompetency and even his private life. 


*" 
The "power of the press" in this particular instance 


must have blown off the crown-sheet of the boiler and sim- 
ply developed into a harmless volume of "hot air." Frank- 
lin K. Lane the Democratic opponent to Mayor Sehmitz. 
remarked after the votes were canvassed that "the election 
has proved that one prejudice is more potent than ten 
reasons." 
Mr. Lane's remark is susceptible of various 


constructions, but in this case it might be applied in the 
sense that Eugene Schmltz's power and political manage- 
ment was more potent than ten metropolitan newspapers 
including the many powerful influences behind them. 


The election cannot be called a victory for any party. 


The Republican eagle-bird may scream, the Democratic 
rooster crow and the Union labor poll parrot chatter, but 
each must eat its proportionate quantity of buzzard. The 
first elects most of the county officers, the second a ma- 
jority of the Board of Supervisors and the last the mayor. 
If the people of San Francisco can see where they are going 
to land with this combination, they are to be congratulated. 
Tet the situation is favorable to the people for there is a 
possibility of some of the city remaining at the close of the 
new administration as the three elements will probably 
quarrel over a division of the spoils. 


Only in two or three instances can the successful candi- 


dates claim to have been the choice of the people of San 
Francisco. 
Nearly all were elected by a small plurality, 


the mass of voters being opposed to them. Even Schmitz's 
election cannot be considered a popular choice of the peo- 
ple, for his plurality is small compared with the combined 
majority agniinst him. 


The issue of class against class has been made in San 


Francisco, yet it is quite apparent from the result that in- 
dependent action, regardless of party ties ruled and the 
men chosen to look after the municipal and county af- 
fairs of San Francisco were selected in recognition of their 
honest service in the past and their ability to serve the 
public satisfactorily was of more importance and more 
of a perquisite, than then- affiliation or association with any 
political organization.

HE re-election of Eugene E. Schmltz as mayor of San 


Francisco -was- a surprise, considering the circum- 


stances surrounding' hJs campaign. Not a single news-

Reno, Nev., Nov. 5, 1'jOll. 


The undersigned citizens and 
tax- 


payers of Reno, hereby declare their 
intention of voting for the proposed 
street railway franchise and earnestly 
request all other electors within the 
city to vote for the same. We "believe 
the carrying of such franchise w.ill be 
of 
the very greatest benefit 
to 
our 


people, and that the defeat of the same 
will be a severe blow to the 
future 


welfare of the city. 


Under 
the 
proposed charter, 
the 


city's interests are abundantly protect- 
ed. 
Those receiving the franchise are 


required to begin in good faith, actual 
construction 
of 
the 
railway within 


ninety days from the granting of the 
franchise, and thereafter, prosecute the 
same in good faith, without unneces- 
sary delay, until its completion, and 
in the event the road is not completed 
and in operation 
from 
the 
eastern 


boundary of the city on Fourth street 
to Lake street, and from Lake to Plaza 
before October 1, 1904, the franchise, 
as to such streets, is forfeited, and it 
is forfeited as to such of the remainder 
of the street as are not covered within 
three years. 


At any time after January 1, 1914, 


the street railway system may be pur- 
chased by the city at its actual cose 
or book value therefor, with 7 per cent 
per annum interest added, and In the 
event the city exercises such option, all 
dividends which may have been de- 
rived from the operation of such road 
shall be deducted from the amount of 
interest so required to be paid. 
In 


other words, if the dividends declared, 
equaled or exceeded an average of 7 
per cent per annum on the cost of the 
street railway, the city would have no 
interest whatevet to pay. 


Under these conditions, the city is 


taking no chances whatever of 
loss, 


while if the road proves to be a pay- 
lug- investment, the city can purchase 
it at a very reasonable cost, and in 
the moiinUme the city will be deriving 
a revenue from it of 2 per cent on its 
gross income.

I am a stockholder, di- 
rector and vice-president of the Reno 
Suburban company, which failed to 
receive a franchise from the city coun- 


cil, but that doesn't sticX in my craw. 
I want a street railway because I am a 
business man and property holder and 
am thus interested in the welfare of 
this city. 


"Reno must have a street 
railway 


line, especially from the city limits 
to East Reno, and have it as soon as 
possible. If the franchise falls of rati- 
fication at the election Tuesday the 
result will be that a rival town will 
be built up at the site of the shops and 
the present phenomenal growth of this 
city will be checked. 
The failure to 


have assurance of a street railroad 
will injure every property holder, la- 
borer, business and professional man 
in this city. 


"Now, as to the alleged defects in 


the franchise as presented by the city 
council, I think that It is a mighty 
fair proposition for the people and lays 
restrictions upon the builders of the 
road that our proposed company would 
have hesitated a long time before ac- 
cepting. 


"The benefits so far outweigh the 


defects that the document is as neaily 
a perfect one as we could expect to 
have 


"Messrs. O'Sullivan, Sunderland and 


Smith are people of their word. I am 
firmly convinced that they will build 
the road Just as they have agreed to. 
I£ it were stiangers we were dealing 
with it might be diffeient, but these 
tluee men ate all large pioperty own- 
eis and old citizens. 
If they don't 


do exactly as they say there is noth- 
ing to preven* the city from parallel- 
ing their lines with another road, but 
thei e is no danger of anything like 
that becoming necessary. 
I will vote 


for the franchise and I want all my 
friends to do the same."
